Four Representatives From the R. V. C. Attend Council Meeting and Press Claims for Recognition as 
Students of the University— Want Their Full Share in the Direction of Student Affairs, but 
Would be Unwilling to Allow the Council to Legislate in the Matter of Su< h Things as R. V. C. 
Local Activities— "We Do Not Exist," Said Oue Representative— Would Want Direct or Indirect 
Representation On the Council.

Lust night was Royal Victoria Col- 
lege night with the students' Coun- 
cil, For two hours and a half four 
representatives of the Royal victoria 
College sat and debated with the 
members of the, Council as to the 
practicability or impracticability of 
the women students becoming mem- 
bers of the Students' Society of the 
University. The four members of 
the student body of the Koyal Vic- 
toria College Undergraduates' Society 
who were In attendance at the Coun- 
cil meeting were Misses Spier. Duff. 
Newnham and liurd. Miss Spier, the 
president of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege Undergraduates' Society, present- 
ed a resolution which had been pass- 
ed by that Society at Its last meet- 
ing, asking for the granting of mem- 
bership In the Students' Society to 
the women students. The resolution 
read: "That the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege undergraduates bo made mem- 
bers of the Students' Society of Mc- 

<iill University, and that the repre- 
sentatives be authorised to discuss 
upon what terms such admission could 
be granted." 

If the purpose of I he meeting was 
to discuss questions arising from I he 
resolution, that purpose was fully 
Justified, for practically every 1 pos- 
sible phase of the mailer was in- 
vestigated, and particularly the illa- 
tions which would exist between the 
Royal victoria College Undergraduate 
organizations and the Students' Coun- 
cil should the proposed Change be 
brought about. After much dlseus- 
I sion, the question finally resolved it- 
self into an admission °n tln> part "1 
the Koyal Victoria College représen- 
tatives, that all the women students 
would gain from the proposed ar- 
rangement would be a \oice in the 

control of the editorial management 

and policy or the Dally, since Ihe 
Council would have only nominal con- 
trol over Koyal Victoria College af- 
fairs. What they evidently wanted 
whs to be granted récognition as a sep- 
arate Faculty, to control their own 
affairs, and yet to he members of the 

Students' Society, ami elect a repre- 
sentative to the Students' Council. 
Miss Ilurd. one of the lï. V. ('. re* 
present at Ives, staled thai not only was 



the It. v. C. desirous of acquiring 
membership in the Students' Society, 

hut that also they Wished to have 
"the same Voice in the governing of 
the University as the men students 
have." "At present," said .Miss Hurd, 
"we are scarcely recognised as stu- 
dents of t ho University, In fact, in 
reference to the Pally, We have been 
told that We do hot exist." 
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solely in connection with K. V. C. 
organizations, and at the same lime 
allow the Council no voice in the mat- 
ter of the , direction of expenditures. 
The women students would expect 
either direct or Indirect representa- 
tion on I he Council, through a direct 

representative from the it. v. c. or 

through the Alts representative whom 
they would help to elect. They would 

require that all undergraduate of- 
fices be open to women students, and 
would also require that they have a 

voice in matters affecting tha whole 
student body of the University, such 
ns the erection of new residential 

buildings, the Literary and In bat- 
ing Society. Ihe Historic-ill Club, and 

the Philosophical Society. 

Mr. Common pointed out that In 
his opinion the whole matter of mem- 
bership in tin- Students' Society on 
the part of the women students would 
resolve Itself into M share in the con- 
trol of tin- Daily and certain minor 
clubs, such as tin- Orchestra and the 
Mandolin Club, since I to- women stu- 
dents would be unable to compete in 
University athletics and to become 
members of tile Students' Union. 

While other organisations have their 
equivalents in the system of 1:. v. r. 
student administration. To this Miss 
Spier agreed. Mr. Common further 
maintained that In view of this the 
proposed scheme would bring about 
no change, other than It. ^ . C. par- 
ticlpatlnn in the policy of the Daily. 



since the direction of K. V. C. ac- 
tivities would remain as now, and the 
funds contribute by K . V. 0, students 
would not be diverted from their pres- 
ent coum-. 

Mr. Oerrle, president of the Ath- 
letic Association, asked If in the 
event of tin- change being brought 
about, the women students would ex- 
pect their athletic prowess to be re- 
cognized by the grunting of Univer- 
sity letters. Miss Spier replied that in 
her opinion the li. V. C. students 
would prefer to have their own let- 
ters. It wfaild be impossible. she 
said, to connect the athletic organi- 
zations of the two institutions. Tin- 
It. V. C. students, she thought, 
would be unwilling to cede the direc- 
tion of their rink to the Council, al- 
though they were quite willing that 
the Council would undertake its 
management, 

-Mr. Tsolainos asked if. under the 
proposed scheme, the Council would 
have power to close the K. V. <'. 
Kink, if such action were considered 
profitable. "Of course,' Miss Spier 
said, "we would like to have our 
link." The K. V. C. might agree to 
the closing of their tennis court, If 
such was considered necessary by the 
Council. Mr. Common again sti'l.d 
that In his opinion the Dally was the 
only activity in which the K. V. C. 
students would In- entitled to par- 
ticipate under the new arrange- 
ments. 

K. P. Tsolainos. representative 
from Arts, asked Mr. Common to 
state the powers of the members of 
the Student Society over the Fdltor- 
in-Chicf of the Daily. 

Mr. Common stated that the stu- 
dents of the four faculties, who |»av* 
paid the universal fee of ten dollars. 

vote for the representatives to the 
Students' Council from their several 
faculties. The Students' Council ap- 
points the President of tin- Daily from 
among its members, and the F.dltor- 
In-Chief on the recommendation of 
the President. Apart from the Vote, 
therefore, the members of ibe Stu- 
dents' Society have no control what- 
ever over the Kdllor-ln-Chief, and no

FACULTY BANQUETS. 



The announcement that the Faculty of Law will havr a hiiiiqii<-t. 
to-morrow evening points us to the fact that at least two faculties 
are not in a state of coma as to undergraduate functions. If one is 
to judge l>y the attendant success of the medical banquet one week 
ago, there can be little doubt that the Law Banquet will attain the 
Name. 

The departure from the general custom of limiting the banquet 
to members of the Law faculty and undergraduates shows most 
clearly that the chief object of these functions have not been forgot- 
ten. In tliis way th.- dinner will be wholly for students, and the 
fact that nearly the whole student body is turning out "en masse" 
indicates the reception such a programme meets at the hands of those 
for whom it is indeed. 

While the .Medical faculty have had their banquet, and that 
of Law is soon to follow, the question naturally enough arises, 
"What of Arts and Science? - ' The value of college functions of this 
nature is hard to imagine, let alone estimate, for it creates an un- 
broken bond between members of the same class and classes as a 
whole. It may be urged that there should be an absence of whole- 
sale college functions, but that does not mean that necessary ones 
must all go to the board. College affairs, of a full-dress nature, are. 
we think, out of question, anil there should be no steps taken in this 
direction, but there can be no reason for making them so. It is not 
only for the menu provided, but it is for the spirit of the thing that 
faculty dinners are arranged, and into which one is able to enter 
most fully, especially at this time, when men meet on occasions of 
this sort in an informal maimer. 

There can be no cxcuhc for the other faculties other than a lack 
of initiative on the part of the chosen officiai», when Medicine mid 
Law have entered in with BUch ardour and achieved such results.

After having devoted hi.s last lec- 
ture to matters connected with Serb 
character and hUlory, Dr. Colby yes- 
terday discussed the subject of Great- 
er Serbia "considered as a concrete 
political Issue of the présent day," 
and he began by remarking that, of 

ull the questions connected with the 
future of the Slavs, this was the 
youngest and most recent, since the 
aspirations of the South Slavs for a 
state of their own cannot well be 
traced back to a date earlier than 
1903. 

In 1903 took place the assassination 
of Alexander and Drasa, an event 
"shocking in itself," perhaps, but con- 
stituting, nevertheless, "a starting 
point for very important developments 
in Houth-Eastem Europe." Alexander 
had been a very poor ruler, dominated 
by his liassions and unable to under- 
stand the needs and aspirations of 
his country. His father, Milan Ob- 
renovitch, had been literally bought 
over by the Austrian Government, and 
consequently had always supported 
Austrian policy in the Balkans. 

King Peter— a descendant of Black 
George— profiled by the murder of 
Alexander, but was probably free 
himself of any complicity in the plot. 
He had long lived in Paris and In 
Geneva, and was a liberal at heart. 
On his accession to the throne he es- 
tablished a constitutional government 
at Belgrade, choosing as his adviser 
Mr. Bashitch, one of the most emin- 
ent statesmen of Europe. 

One of the chief objects of the new 
Karageorgevllch regime was to shake 
off Austrian Influence. "Serbia began 
to disclose a temper of radicalism In 
and of patriotism 
in her relation to other states," anil 
this in spite of her small size and of

ering from her defeat at Ihe hands of 
Japan- prevented a general conflict. 
But henceforward the Serbs looked at 
the Bosnians as on brothers In bond 
use. whom they had to redeem— just 
as the I'iedniontese had redeemed 
their Italian brethren. 

But "what helped most to stimulate 
the South Slav movement^ as a whole 
was Serbia's brilliant succesn In the 
two Balkan wars/ Armed and In- 
structed by France, the Serbians 
marched from triumph to triumph 
against the Oermnnlzed Turks, and is 
sued from the struggle with an Ini 
mensely Increased prestige — being 
hailed by all the Jugoslavs as their 
true and worthy leaders 
After this review <>f the formation 
I of the South Slav movement. Dr. 
; Colby went on to consider what re- 
gions would go to form the new Jugo- 
j slav state In case the Allies were 
, completely victorious. "The natural 
j sen-front of the 'Greater Serhlu," he 
said.

The fifth meeting of the V. W. «'. 
A. was held In Boom 105 of the B, 
V. C. yesterday. Miss Dawson, the 
president, opened the meeting with 
prayer, after which the secretary read 
the minutes. 

Mr. Murray Brooks I lien gave a 
talk on "The Dark Side of the Pic- 
lure," or the opposition which Chris- 
tianity underwent in India. 

About twenty-five years ago Bud- 
dhism in India had almost died out, 
but during the last few years a num- 
ber of theosophlsts from this contin- 
ent have fanned into a flame the last 
spark of BuddhlsAl. in Calcutta their 
influence is most greatly felt, and for 
every stroke the Christians make, the 
non-Christians come back with a coun- 
ter-attack along the same lines. They 
have formed Young Men's Buddhist 
Associations, and the Young Men's 
Parsee Association. Hinduism is an- 
other religion which opposes Chris- 
tianity, In India there are millions of 
outcasts, whom the Christian mis- 
sionaries helped and uplifted, till the 
Hindoos saw that they were losing 
Influence. So they founded libraries, 
and universities to offset these forces 
opposed to them. The Mohammedans, 
like the Buddhists, and Hindoos, are 
putting up a fight against Christian- 
ity. They started a mosque and a 
Mahommed.in paper in London, and 
thus prevented many heathen from 
becoming Christians. 

The question has been asked 
"Should the people be left to their 
own religions?" The Hindoos are 

commanded to bathe in the flanges, 

and when they die to have their ashes 
thrown inlo the (langes, if they would 
go to Paru. use. There is a goddess 
to whom the Hindoo babies are sacri- 




ficed, aud a god who was carried oui 
yearly in a wagon which ran over 
the Hindoos who prostrated them- 
selves before the god. These are the 
things before which the Hindoos bow. 
Right down at the bottom, Hindoo 
worship is devil worship, 

The question has been asked whe- 
ther a good Mohammedan is not bet- 
ter than a bad Christian, but, as an 
English officer in India, said once, 
"The better Mohammedan g man is, 
the worse scoundrel he is. A man 
who starts off on » pilgrimage to 
Mecca is going to commit sonic aw- 
ful crime when he tomes back." 

The condition of Hindoo women Is 
appalling, especially that of the 
widows. For the past few years it 
has been the aim of (he Christian 
missionaries to try to help these mil- 
lions of widows. 

Christianity in breaking down the 
enste system, bringing people In the 
masses to realize that In Christ only 
is there any hope for India. 

Mr. Brooks then closed his talk Willi 
a short prayer. 

Aliss Baker moved a vote of (hunks 
to Mr. Brooks for his kindness in 
coming to speak to us. it. was unani- 
mously agreed that this was the most 
enjoyable meeting of the y . W. C. 
A. this year. 



Information as to the death <>l" Pri- 
vate K. H. Ferguson was a short 
time ago received by Dr. ami Mrs. 
Ferguson. It will be remembered 
that Pte. Ferguson was reported us 
missing early in October, after the 
battle of the Somme, but no further 
McGiU I information has been published. The 
letter which has Just come to hand, 
however, would clearly indicate that 
Pte. Ferguson had made the .supreme 
sacrifice, after having been in France 
but a short time. 

Private Ferguson, after graduating 
In Arts in 1918, went to the West, and 
for the next year taught in the Cal- 
gary High School. Just about one 
year ago lie returned to Montreal to 
enlist with the Fifth University Com- 
pany then being raised under Lieut. 
O. S. Tyndale. Law '15. The Fifth 
University Company, after training on 
the campus until some time in April, 
were only in England a short time 
when they were transferred to France 
to reinforce the Princess Pats, who 
participated in the Battle of the 
Somme and lost many of their gal- 
lant men. 

At McOill Pte. Ferguson was a clev- 
er and popular student, Iftdng excep- 
tionally adept in Philosophy, Ho 
took a keen interest in the Philoso- 
phical Club. For three years he was 
a member of the Board of Directors 
of the McGill Y. M . C. A. 

Private Fred Doupe, No. 487,493, P. 
P. C L. I., writing to Dr. and Mrs. 
Ferguson, says: 

"By this time you will no doubt 
have had official notification of your 
son's death on the 15th September. 
His loss was deeply regretted by all 
his comrades, as we were all like one 
family In No. It Platoon, having re- 
mained together from the time We 
left Montreal, in England, in tho 
Ypros Salient, and In our great day 
on the Somme. "Fergy, as we called 
him, and half a dozen of our old sec- 
tion, stuck together all the time, and 
I always had him for my companion 
on guard in the first line in every 
trench we were in. He was always 
bravo and cheerful in all dangers 
which we underwent together, and we 
always shared together whatever we 
had. 

"In the Salient we went out toge- 
ther under shell and machine gun 
fire to carry in a wounded man. For 
for the best part of two hours we 
struggled along, both tired out, but 
we never gave in until we got with- 
in sight of the dressing station, 
where we culled for help. 

"We were together in the Somme 
attack for a while, but he left me to 
Join the bombers, and met his death 
the same day, or the following morn- 
ing. He was shot througn the head, 
and killed instantly. He was report- 
ed missing for about ten days, but I 
met two of our boys who knew him. 
and wlio looked after his burial Just 
behind the front line, although the 
place was under shell fire at the 
lime. 

"We were nil very sorry lo hear of 
his death, and we miss his face 
amongst us. We all liked him and we 
can only hope to meet again when 
the roll is called up yonder, and Hie 
brave lads who cheerfully gave up 
their lives in tho great sacrifice for 
their country, and a just cause, an- 
swer 'Present' to that call. We, who 
were his comrades, knew what a big 
brave heart he had, und what a good 
soldier he was. We need his sort here 
to help us finish what we have set out 
to do. 

"We offer you our deep sympathy 
in your loss. He was burled about 
1.500 yards to the north-west of 
Courcellette, where his grave will be 
marked with a cross Inscribed with 
his name and number."

At the expiration ot six months from the date of the staking the pro:-

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may corer 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10. (id 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may he ui.quired at anv 
time at tho rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, antl $3.00 an a< r"<
